Applicant's arguments that Gish fails to disclose or suggest that the start up program is in any way indirectly based on data transmitted 
from the server (first full paragraph on page 10 of arguments). The examiner respectfully disagrees. Gish discloses: "1. Write a function 
to handle each incoming message. Each function you write takes one argument, a SrvMessageQ function, and has a void return type.
